The request of a delegation from the 
Canadian Council of Agricultuye for 


the re-establis!ment of the Canadian | 


wh at board will be referred to the 
agricultural committee of the house of 
commons. This. was the answer given 
by Premier King after a conference 
with the delegates of nearl ytwo hours 
duration and concluding shortly before 
duration. 

During the conference the absolute 
necessity for re-establishment of th 
wheat board was stressed by the dele 
re who insisted that ihe ne.ds for 
it were imperative if the western far 
mers were to be saved. 

From estions put by Messrs. 
Motherwell and Stewart, it appeared 
clear that the goveinment is not sat 
isfied that the re-establishment of 
compulsory wheat board would be tho 
best method to deal with the situation. 
Mr. Stewart emphasized the fact that 
it was the compulsory feature of the 


matter which was causing the govern 

fient a great deal of thought. “I'll be 
ve y frank insaying that I am_ nr 

much in favor of compulsion,” said the 
minister of inte:ior at one point. 

Mr. Rice Jones and H. W. Wood, and 
indeed all the memb rs of the delega- 
tion, took the ground that a voluntary 
pool would not work. A large number 
of farmers who might be willing tc 
have their wheat handled by a compu. 
sory body like the Canada wh at boa « 
would refuse to do so through a volun- 
tary pool. Mr. Wood, w.o was a mem 
ber of the Canada wheat board, ex- 
pressed the opinion that (hese farmer: 
would not have their wheat handled b, 
that body if it was re established on < 
voluntary basis. 

The premier info~med the delernt 
that the government felt it should take 
the view of the agricultura:r ¢ {aun 
e of the house before deciding on a 
cou.se of action. ‘Lhis f eling wa 
strengthened by the fact that there 
was a very large agricultural repre- 
sentation fom the west in the house. 
The committee would be establ.che 
immediately after the conclusion of 
the debate on the address and he saw 
no reason why the question of re- 
establishing the wheat boa d should 
not be its first item of busin. ss.

Many Stock Feeds 
Badly Adulterated 


In administering the Feeding Stuffs 
Act the Seed Commissioner at Otta- 
wa has made the discovery that many 
»ommercial stock feeds ar adulterated 
vith worthless substances which give 
only bulk and weight. A product sold 
as barley meal at ‘$4 a bag, was founc 
by microscopical examination to con- 
tain no barley whatever. The mater 
ial consistid of a mixture of gvound 
corn, bean meal and ground oat hulls, 
Chis mixture has the merit of contain- 
ing some nutritive value. Another 
mixture sold as ground oi] cake, how- 
ever, was much less valuable, inas- 
auch as it consisted to a large extent 
of ground coceanut shells, which is 2 
very indigestible product, together 
with a little linseed meal and ba: ley 
flour, These discoveries unfortunate- 
\'y shatter confidence in ‘eed mixfvre 

in general, many of which are sound 
and good, They go to prove, howcver, 
the ogg word for a care.ul enfo cemen’ 
of the Feeding Stuffs Act. Arrange 
ments have b en made by the Seed 
|Commissioner for the examination of

costs, thereby rendering farming a

(By Aileen Garland) 

“The darkest hour is just before the 
dawn.”

helping hand, but because of the lack 
of organization to report such cases.

It was the foresight and determina- 
tion of men who spent money when 
there seemed to be no money to 
spend which resulted in the network 
} of railroads opening up these western 
' provinces, The pessimists of fifty 
years: ago said that. the C.P.R. could 
never pay. Grave faults there may 
haye been in the policies and prac 
tices of some of the railroad builders 
but their courage, or recklessness, as 
some’ of their contemporaries. termed 
it, had justification in the rapid 
development of the prairie provinces. 

Where would’ we reduce the public 
expenditures? In Manitoba the pub 
lic health nufses cost the province 
and the munibipalities a considerable 
sum, but where is the man knows the 
work these efficient women are doing 
in the rural districts who would 
duce expenses. in that department? 
These nurses are.performing a great} 
service to the provinee, especially in 
preventing the spread of infectious 
diseases. The establishment of pub- 
lic héajth stations was a long step in 
the right direction and one we do not 
wish to retrace. 

The province of Manitoba has a 
particularly enlightened policy in re- 
gard to the insane which costs a large 
sum every Only a few years 
ago-any mentally diseased person was 
committed to the common gaol before 
being sent to the asylum, Insanity 
was treated as a crime, instead of be- 
ing considered a disease. Now the 
psychopathic department of the hos- 
pital. does wonderful work in the! 
treatment of cases where recovery is 
possible and the institution at. Sel- 
kirk is no longer an asylum but 
hospital for mental diseases. This 
improvement has ‘cost money, but it 
is worth: it. 

Money must be spent, too, on our 
schools, The school is the most pow- 
erful agency at work to make Cana- 
dians of the children of the foreign 
districts. To have good schools we 
must have good teachers, and to have 
‘good teachers we must pay salaries 
which will attract young men and wo- 
men of ability. For years teachers 
must have taught for love of human- | 
ity for the financial rewards were ex- 
ceedingly small.: Teachers’ salaries 
were among the last to rise to keep 
pace with the high cost of living. Now- 
that at last a fair and reasonable 
Salary schedule has been establislied 
the requirements for certificatés are 
being increased, and more efficient 
work is being done, Surely no one 
would save a nickle here or a dime 
there by reducing the salaries of the 
teachers because we have had one 
bad year. 

Good roads are of the greatest pos- 
sible value in the rural districts, but 
good roads, like everything good, are 
expensive. But because of a tem- 
porary difficulty in securing. the 
money shall we let our. roads get in 
bad condition, inconveniencing our- 
selves, causing a loss of time and 
money to many, and giving our dis- 
‘trict a bad name among tourists and 
travellers. 

We must have faith in the future. 
We must dare to advance. Stand- 
ards so lately raised in public health, 
education and transportation must 
not be lowered because of a tempor- 
ary financial stringency. © Wise and

How To Make 
Quick Bread 


BY LORETTO C, LYNCH 


An Acknowledged Expert 
All Matters Pertaining to 
Household Management. 


Even the woman who prides herself 


upon being an: efficient household 
manager occasionally finds herself 
short of yeast brend. And while. a 
diet of quick bread is not to be recom- 
mended as a threé-times-a-day food 
every “Woman - should know how to 
make up a quick bread to help in an 
emergency. 

Tea biseuit or baking powder bis- 
cuit takes but twelve to fifteen min- 
utes to bake, while an egg muffin or a 
plain muffin takes: over twenty min- 
utes. It is well to commit to mem- 
ory the standard proportions for these 
two quick breads. 

Two measuring cupfuls or one. pint 
of flour, four level teaspoonfuls © of 
good baking powder, one-half tea- 
spoonful of salt—these are the dry in- 
gredients that should be mixed and 
sifted two or three times. 

If you wish to make biscuit, with 
the tines of a silver fork run in one 
level tablespoonful of butter or but- 
ter substitute until the mixture looks 
like meal, 
with a knife until the mixture is just 
stiff enough to be handled on a flour- 
ed board, Gently pat the mixture 
into a rectangle one-half inch in 
thickness, 
time before cutting biscuits on a 
well-greased baking pan. Brush 
over the top with milk and bake in a 
quick oven twelve to fifteen minutes. 

For emergency biscuit enough milk 
may be added so that the mixture will 
just about drop from a spoon. The 
ts Ae should be dropped by the 
spoonful upon a greased plate at least 
two inches apart. Depending upon 
the size, these biscuits will bake in as 
short a time as ten minutes. The 
emergency biscuit eliminates the 
trouble of cutting, and thus saves 
time. ; 

The same proportions of dry ingred- 
ients may be use for the muffin mix- 
ture. Enough milk to make a drop 
batter is then beaten in and one or 
two tablespoonfuls of melted butter 
or butter substitute is beaten in at 
the end, If it is desired to enrich 
this mixture by the addition of an egg 
the beaten egg is added to about a 
half cupful of milk and then enough 
more milk is used to produce a batter 
that will drop easily but not run from 
the spoon. * 

Part graham flour or part rye flour 
or part bran may be used instead of 
all” wheat flour. One level table- 
spoonful of sugar may be added. Half 
a cup of cleaned, boiled currants may 
be added. The muffin cups should 
be filled about half full and of course 
they must have been well greased. 
Just before removing the muffins from 
the oven brushing them over with 
milk will aid you in getting a rich 
brown appetizing crust.

stand, it is necessary for the balance

wheel is made of finely tempered

‘ance are bits. of brass which act as 
a check upon the expansion or con- 
traction of the steel. When it is re- 
membered ‘that the balance-wheel of 
a watch pulsates some 432,000 times a 
day, and that the delicate mechanism 
must be adjusted to withstand chang- 
es of temperature ranging from body 
heat to a number of degrees below 
vero, it will be seen that precautions i 
such as the use of at least two metals 
are essential to the operation df a 
watch which will keep perfect time.
